Thirty years ago I first heard of 
the doctrine of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, and, after being 
thoroughly convinced it was a Bible 
doctrine and was for the Church, and 
all the people that would believe and 
embrace the truth could and should 
receive the real experience of the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, with 
the same evidence of speaking with 
tongues as the early Church had. 
Thirty years ago last July wife and I 
tarried before the Lord until we did 
receive the wonderful experience of 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost for 
our own selves, and after these thirty 
years of studying the Word of God 
as best we could, we are still more 
than ever convinced that it is an 
absolute Bible doctrine, and is for 
people today, for after the first out- 
pouring on the day of Pentecost Peter 
stood up and told the world that the 
same experience they received that 
day, which was the real baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, was for all.

heard of me. For John truly baptized 
with water, but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” 

In the face of these scriptures and 
many others I will mention later in 
this message we see that these were 
not a group of sinners, as some would 
have you to believe, but were disciples 
of the Lord, real devoted Christians, 
who had been told several months 
before that their names were written 
in heaven. Luke 10:20, “Rejoice, be- 
cause your names are written in 
heaven.” Luke 24:52, “And they 
worshipped him, and returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy.” Acts 1: 
13, 15, “And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alphaeus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Judas the brother 
of James. And in those days Peter 
stood up in the midst of the disciples 
(not sinners), and said, (the number 
of names together were about an 
hundred and twenty) (and not just 
the twelve) .” 

It is utterly useless to maintain, in 
the face of these glorious Bible 
facts, that the new birth and the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost are one and 
the same. I am a firm believer in 
the new birth; in fact, we must have 
it not only to get to heaven, but we 
must have it before we receive the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, and I 
maintain that there are many true 
Christians living today who have not 
received the Holy Ghost. In fact, it 
has been my experience in these 
several years in the ministry to see 
many of the most devoted Christians, 
after many years of lives of Christian 
devotion and service, tarry before the 
Lord and receive the baptism with the

Holy Ghost. Several very prominent 
ministers, from very popular churches, 
who thought they had received the 
Holy Ghost when they were born 
again, found they had not received 
Him according to the Bible, so they 
tarried before the Lord and received 
the real baptism, after, and not when 
they believed. So, why not let the 
Bible speak for itself. The Bible says, 
“Buy the truth, and sell it not.” 
John 8:31, 32, “Then said Jesus to 
those Jews which believed on him, 
If ye continue in my word, then are 
ye my disciples indeed, and ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” 

Now back to the text. “Have ye 
believed?” v. 1. “Finding certain 
disciples” (not sinners). Notice Acts

eloquent man, and mighty in the 
scriptures, came to Ephesus, (Paul 


found at Ephesus certain disciples) . 
This man was instructed in the ways 
of the Lord; and being fervent in 
the Spirit, he spake and taught dili- 
gently the things of the Lord, know- 
ing only the baptism of John (like so 
many fine people of today, they know 
only the new birth and the baptism 
of John). And he began to speak 
boldly in the synagogue: whom when 
Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they 
took him unto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of God more per- 
fectly.” As these’ disciples at 
Ephesus had the gospel expounded 
and explained to them more per- 
fectly, they saw the light, accepted 
the light, and walked in the light; 
they were baptized but they did re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost, so says the 
Word of God. Acts 19:67, “And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them; and

Methodist School Enrollment 
Decrease 

Methodist Church School enroll- 
ments have decreased since the union 
of the three Methodist branches in 
1940, according to a report by Dr.

Enrollment for 1940 totaled 5,418,798 
and that for 1942 was 5,093,558. Com- 
plete reports for 1943 were not avail- 
able, but records for the year ending 
August 31, 1943, showed a total en- 
rollment of 5,164,903. 
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Norwegians Hold Week of Prayer 


To remind Hitler that Norway has 
not surrendered morally, the Nor- 
wegians recently held a week of 
prayer, despite several disturbances 
by Quisling supporters. Clergymen 
opened the services by quoting Zech.

“Not by might, nor by power, but by 
my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.”

Clergy Exempt 

A report dated January 12 at Wash- 
ington, by RNS, states that, “Ordained 
clergymen and students of recognized 
theological or divinity schools are ex- 
empted from the provisions of a re- 
vised National War Service Act simul- 
taneously introduced in the Senate 
and the House of Representatives fol- 
lowing the President’s plea for a 
civilian draft. The bill is sponsored 
by Senator Warren R. Austin, of Ver- 
mont, and James Wadsworth, Repre “ 
sentative from New York, which wa 
originally presented to Congress Feb- 
ruary 8, 1943. The bill does not make 
any provisions for conscientious ob- 
jectors on the grounds of religious be- 
lief. There is, however, the following 
suggested clause: 

“Persons who, on grounds of con- 
science, are opposed to participation 
in war and conscription for war serv- 
ice, shall be listed on a register of 
conscientious objectors and shall not 
be required to perform work or serv- 
ices to which they are conscientiously 


opposed.”

Christ said, “Remember Lot’s 
wife,” but He did not say to return 
and search for Lot’s wife; no, a thou- 
‘sand times no. This highway of holi- 
ness is a one-way street to the New 
Jerusalem. God is taking His people 
in that direction under His own lead- 
ership for the consummation of His 
own great purpose. We cannot stop at 
Ur; we cannot stop at Haran; we can- 
not stop at Hebron; we cannot remain 
at Goshen, for these were only places 
of refreshment and consecration. We 
must keep traveling full speed ahead. 
To follow Jehovah requires speed, 
however He will never be lost from 
our view. He still has a cloud (spiri- 
tual rock) to lead us. Today Chris- 
tians can maintain confidence in 
their church if they can come to the 
comprehension of the church’s inten- 
tion and its purpose, regardless of all 
the confusion and perplexity that 
could be prevalent among the outside 
world. The purpose may not always 
seem clear but the indelible con- 
sciousness that a great purpose does 
actually exist may be attained by ex- 
amination and study of the church in 
previous dispensations. Let us tabu- 
late the attainment of this conscious- 
ness as the high resolve of presenting

ourselves a living sacrifice for soul- 
saving, according to revelation of His 
original plan. 

God was not partial to St. Paul and 
the early Church by contributing to 
them more revelations of the future 
for the purpose of soul-saving than 
to the Israelites. It was due to the 
fact that He had an inspired people, 
filled with zeal and determination to 
disperse the glad tidings even before 
the appropriate time approached. He 
had enlarged His purpose and His 
power in the people through revela- 
tion. Revelation of tomorrow awaits 
us of going forward, and who can tell 
but what the final goal is near, the 
ultimate victory, if we move precipi- 
tantly toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. 


The apostolic blessing of “Blessed 
is he that readeth, and they that hear 
the words of this prophecy, and keep 
those things which are written there- 
in: for the time is at hand,” was de- 
served by many under more extreme 
handicaps than experienced today. 
Books were written by longhand only 
and if a person desired a copy he must 
copy it himself, yet they were written. 
Epistles were hardly heard but once, 
since a commandment was usually 
given to pass it on to other churches, 
however, the prophecies were dis- 
tinctly heard and kept. Therefore, the 
embarrassing problem that confronts 
the Church of today, with all of its 
luxury and splendor, is in similitude 
with the one of Israel in the wilder- 
ness. In other words, we might ask 
ourselves the simple question, “Was 
the early Church a greater source of 
blessing, a more powerful ascent to- 
ward the advancement of Chris- 
tianity, toward the enlightenment of 
universal evangelization, than the 
Philadelphian?” There remains im- 
mutable a number of things, accord- 
ing to Scripture and history, that we 
must cheerfully acknowledge, if we 
abide in harmony with veracity. We 
must acknowledge that the unlimited 
power of God, together with the un- 
common manifestations of the Spirit, 
accompanied the ministry of the apos- 
tles, consequently the political isms 
and superstition that embraced

paganism received a severe blow at 
Athens, at Ephesus, in Italy and even 
so. far as Britain. We can say that 
paganism was conquered by powerful 
Christianity with silver-toned sylla- 
bles describing the elements of grati- 
fication and happiness experienced 
through participation in all religious 
activities, according to its holy max- 
ims, and perhaps we should, but we 
must not forget that the sufferings 
of our brethren who first obtained the 
promise played a great part in this 
spiritual controversy. 


We know very little about the min- 
istry of many of the apostles, while 
there is evidence that some went to 
India, some to Africa, some to France, 
and some even to the Anglo-Saxon 
race (for this we are exceedingly 
thankful), not including the effective 
ministry of the missionary of Tarsus. 
Behold, what a great matter the fire 
of Pentecost kindleth! “And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting.” 
What a marvelous sound, what a 
glorious sound! a sound as the song 
of angels in the Judean hills proclaim- 
ing the birth of Christ, a sound in 
similitude with the whirlwind that 
brought to Ezekiel the vision of his 
life, a sound comparative with the 
revolution of chariot wheels that 
carried Enoch away home through 
the clouds of glory and also Elijah. 
What could equal this heavenly man- 
ifestation? Nothing but another rush- 
ing mighty wind from heaven. From 
what positive source of inspiration 
then could we vociferate the wonder- 
ful experience? “Go ye therefore and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world,” Matt. 28:19,20. “But ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you (or the 
power of the Holy Ghost coming upon 
you); and ye shall be witnesses unto

Text: Phil. 3:4, “I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus.” 

Dear Evangel readers, as we bring 
this message to you in the meekness 
of the Spirit, we wonder just how 
many are missing the MARK. The 
Apostle Paul said, “I press toward the 
mark.” He tells us he_ pressed 
toward the MARK that will count at 
the end of the race. We feel sure 
you realize the pressing in the 
manner that Paul had reference to 
meant to squeeze, or crush strongly, 
compel or crowd upon. Before you and 
I can get the proper results which 
we are hoping for, we must strive and 
press for it. 

Well do I remember while on our 
way to the General Assembly at 
Atlanta, Ga., how we watched the road 
markers, pointers, maps, etc. Why did 
we do this? It was to be sure of our 
getting to the place we had started. 
Friends, we are striving for a bet- 
ter place than Atlanta, Ga., so let us 
be sure of the goal. Notice the way we 
got to the Assembly. We watched the 
markers, maps, pointers, etc., so that 
we would make no mistake, and by 
so doing would have no regrets. We 
certainly did strive to get there and 
that we.did. Are we striving that hard 
to get to heaven? I fear there are 
many in this world that are MISSING 
THE MARK. Do not let it, be you who 
misses the mark. Please keep in mind 
that if we are sure of our journey we 
will make it. We can be sure if we 
obey the Word of God. The Bible is 
the book to consult about how we 
should travel. Some are deeply im- 
pressed with visions, dreams, etc. Well, 
we believe in visions and dreams in 
their place but let us be true to God, 
let us do as commanded in the Bible 
and we will have a safe, sure route to 
the glory world. 

There are so many trying to get by 
on what they think, believe, see, and 
understand. Prov. 14:12 teaches that 
there is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end thereof is the 
ways of death. We must keep the 
commandments, which means to ob- 
serve the things I mention below, and 
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many others! FEET WASHING, THE 
LORD’S SUPPER, GOING TO

You, I believe, will admit 
with me that it could not be wrong 
to do these things, and you will have 
to admit that there is a possibility of 
missing the mark by not doing them. 
Then again, you may say, “I know it 
is right but I am not putting it into 
practice.” The Bible teaches that if 
you know to do good and do it not to 
you it is a sin. How do you expect to 
be saved if you know to do good and 
do it not? It MAY be better if you did 
not know than to know and then not 
do. Brothers, Sisters, and Friends, I 
want you to know that this is a strait, 
narrow, holy, pure way to travel. How 
about you? It would be awful to 
practise a lot of these things that the 
Bible speaks of and then lose out on 
some little thing that we thought was 
not essential. It is not what you and I 
think but it is what God’s Word says. 
We are not to dictate to God, but He 
to us. 

Let’s not be like the goat. The goat 
will get on the side of a mountain or 
rock clift and slip and eat, and nib- 
ble, and slip and eat. Here he is taking 
chances on his life, but just will take 
a chance though it be risky. He 
thinks he can get by with it, and may 
for a while, but the scene will change 
some time if he keeps it up. But notice 
the little sheep, it will eat where there 
is no danger such as in the manner 
the goat eats. That is the way of a 
lot of people, they just will take a 
chance. 

Some will say, “Oh, I know what I 
have and where I got it and where it 
came from.” Well, I don’t deny that at 
all, but I do say that the enemy can 
cause us to lose our souls if we are not 
very careful. 


There is a way that seems right. 


‘ But let the way be the right way in- 


stead of just think, feel, hope, trust, 








believe, etc., because we can know. 
How, preacher? When we get lined up 
with the Word of God where we can 
obey God then we can be saved and 
not until then. John says, “TRY THE 
SPIRITS.” We are to try them to see 
whether they are of God or not. 
Many times, no doubt, you and I have 
had impressions that we felt were of 
God but when they were tried out we 
found we were mistaken. Oh, how 
many times have we been here and 
there working for the Lord and the 
enemy would slip in and we would see 
the wrong course traveled. Why? It 
was because the impression came from 
the wrong source. Please let us be 
careful how we live, and let us all gain 
the crown which for us waits. 

There are friends, relatives, moth- 
ers, fathers, brothers, and sisters, and 
children that we want to meet again 
after this life is over, and we can ac-

complish this if we make the goal, ¥ 


terrible, so why take a chance when 
we have only ONE SOUL, one life, one 
time to settle everything. 

Let us build on the solid rock. “Let 
us lay aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us.” Re- 
member, friends, we cannot dodge 
the issue. God knows what you know, 
and He understands what you can do 
and what you cannot’do. You had bet- 
ter do as did Noah—build out of 
spiritual gopher wood, something that 
will not sink. If we do build other

I. AMPUTATION—The act of cut- 
Ming off; putting away from. When the 
Spirit of God deals with one’s heart 
and he becomes conscious of his 
sinful life, every sin looms up until 
it is like a great mountain. The 
heart is heavy under the load of 
guilt and he begins to repent—con- 
fesses his sins and asks for pardon. 
The prayer continues, “I’m sorry for 
everything I’ve ever done that was 
wrong; please forgive me. Yes, Lord, 
Tl give up those things, I'll quit that 
bad habit, I’ll make restitution, I’ll 
restore, I’ll do what you want me to 
do, etc.” “He that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper: but whoso CON- 
FESSETH and FORSAKETH them 
shall have mercy,” Proverbs 28:13. 


2. SANCTIFICATION—To make 
holy. “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, AND to CLEANSE us from all 
unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. “Where- 
fore Jesus also, that he might sanctify 
the people with his own blood, suf- 

' fered without the gate... .” Heb. 
13:12. “And for their sakes I sanctify 
myself, that they also might be sancti- 

, fied through the truth,” John 17:19. 

“By the which will we are sanctified, 

through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all,” Heb. 

10:10. “For if the blood of bulls and of 

goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth 
to the purifying of the flesh: How 
much more shall the blood of Christ, 
who through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to 

serve the living Christ?” Heb 9:13,14. 

Confession and faith in Jesus 
bring forgiveness of sins but it takes 
the blood to cleanse and to purge our 
conscience from dead works. After 
the load of guilt is gone and the heart 
purified by the blood, the Holy Ghost 
will come in and take up His abode. 

3. MORTIFICATION—Deaden; to be 
humble. After the above mentioned 
graces have been wrought in the 
heart, a new life with Christ is begun 
and a process of bringing the self-life 
into subjection (practical 
living). “I have been crucified with 

Christ; and it is no longer I that live, 

but Christ liveth in me,” Gal. 2:20 

(R. V.). “Therefore we are buried with 
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him by baptism into death; that like 
as Christ was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of his FATHER, EVEN so 
we should WALK IN NEWNESS OF 
LIFE,” Romans 6:4. We are, by faith, 
to reckon ourselves dead indeed unto 
sin but ALIVE unto God. “If ye then 
be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth 
on the right hand of God. Set your 
affection on things above, not on 
things of the earth. For ye are DEAD, 
and your life is HID with Christ in 
God ... Mortify therefore your mem- 
bers which are upon the earth; forni- 
cation, uncleanness, inordinate af- 
fection, evil concupiscence, and 
covetousness, which is idolatry .... 
In the which ye also walked some 
time, when ye lived in them. But NOW 
ye also put off ALL these; anger, 
wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy com- 
munication out of your mouth. Lie 
not one to another, seeing that ye 
have PUT OFF THE OLD MAN WITH 
HIS DEEDS; and have PUT ON the 
NEW MAN, which is renewed in 
knowledge after the image of him that 
created him,” Colossians 3:1-10. “For 
if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die; 
but if ye through the Spirit do 
MORTIFY the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live,” Rom. 8:13. 


4. HUMILIATION—Abasement, the 
act of being humble, subdued. A hum- 
ble, subdued life is just the opposite 
of the self-life and does NOT have 
the following traits: “Love of human 
praise; a secret fondness to be no- 
ticed; an exalted feeling, in view of 
a success or position; a love of suprem- 
acy; drawing to SELF in conver- 
sation; the stirrings of anger or im- 
patience, which, worst of all, you call 
nervousness or holy indignation; a 
touchy, sensitive spirit; a disposition 
to retaliate when approved or con- 
tradicted; a desire to throw sharp, 
heated flings at another; a stubborn, 





unteachable spirit; harsh, sarcastic 
expressions; an unyielding, stubborn, 
driving or commanding spirit; a dis- 
position to criticize and pick flaws 
when set aside and unnoticed; a 
peevish, fretful spirit; a disposition 
that loves to be coaxed and humored; 
carnal fear; a man-fearing spirit; a 
shrinking from reproach and duty; 
reasoning around your cross; a fear- 
fulness that some one will get out of 
the Spirit, and thus offend and drive 
away some prominent person; a com- 
promising spirit; a secret spirit of 
envy shut up in your heart; a dis- 
position to speak the faults and 
failings, rather than the gifts and 
virtues of those more talented and ap- 
preciated than yourself; the covering 
up of your real faults; false humility; 
exaggeration, straining the truth, un- 
belief, a spirit of discouragement in 
lack of quietness and confidence in 
God; a disposition to worry and com- 
plain in the midst of pain, poverty, or 
at the dispensations of divine provi- 
dence; an _ overanxious feeling, 
whether everything will come out all 
right; formality and deadness, lack of 
concern for lost souls; dryness and 
indifference; lack of power with God; 
selfishness, love of ease and a love of 
money. These are the traits of a car- 
nal heart. Prayer and the blood of 
Jesus will subdue the self life. 

“When we are subdued, in the sight 
of God, He will work miracles in us, 
and power in experience, in healing, in 
finance, in service, in gentleness, in 
sweetness of the inner heart life; 
miracles of grace that will astonish us, 
surprise our friends and amaze our 
enemies—when they come to know the 
magnitude of what God hath wrought. 
Let’s get so subdued that we can keep 
still in God and see Him work out the 
great, bright thoughts of His eternal 
mind in our lives.” —Sel. 

5. LIMITATION—Act of confining 
within bounds, restrict, bring under 
control (rationing). “.... Let us lay 
aside every WEIGHT, and the SIN 
which doth so easily beset us, and let 
us run with PATIENCE the race that 
is set before us,” Hebrews 12:1. 
“Teaching us that DENYING un- 
godliness and worldly lust, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world,” Titus 2:12. 
Jesus said, “If any man will come 
after me, let him DENY himself, and 
take up his cross, and follow me.” 
This is an age of “self-will” and de- 
spite the fact that the Word says,

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Gal. 4:24, “Which things are an al- 
legory: for these are the two cove- 
nants; the one from the mount Sinai, 
which gendereth to bondage, which is 
Agar.” 


As we look into the subject let us 
be consistent with the Word of God. 
The Bible teaches that there were two 
covenants (which means testaments) 
given, and this is the occasion of the 
Epistle to the Galatian Church. They 
had been deceived by the legalistic 
teachers as to the true purpose and 
teaching of the law which stood only 
in meats and drinks and divers wash- 
ings and carnal ordinances imposed 
on them until the time of reformation. 
Heb. 9:10. The word “reformation” in 
this passage of scripture means the 
setting of things right. These two chil- 
dren of Abraham, Ishmael and Isaac, 
prefigured or typified the children of 
the two dispensations, law and grace. 
Ishmael was born after the flesh, that 
is, through the ordinary course of na- 
ture, and of a bondsmaid, which 
represented the law, “for this Agar is 
mount Sinai in Arabia, and answereth 
to Jerusalem which now is, and is in 
bondage with her children” (verse 25). 


The law could never take away sin. 
Heb. 10:4. The law was given four 
hundred thirty years after God’s 
promises to Abraham and was added 
because of transgression until the seed 
should come to whom the promise was 
made, and was ordained by angels in 
the hands of a mediator. Gal. 3:17, 19. 
It did not conflict with God’s promise 
to Abraham. Paul states in Rom. 3:19, 
“Now we know that what things so- 
ever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before God.” 
Man had been sinning before the law 
but their sins were not put to their 
account. Rom. 5:13; Acts 17:30-14:16, 
17. The law revealed the wickedness of 
the heart of man, Rom. 4:15, and 
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could point to the wound, but could 
not supply the remedy for healing. 
Man was wounded through the fall of 
Adam and was crippled through sin, 
and the law could only open the 
wound and show men their need of a 
Savior. The law revealed sin to man 
and showed him the true character 
of transgression. In Rom. 7:7 Paul 
states, “For I had not known sin, but 
by the law: for I had not known lust, 
except the law had said, Thou shalt 
not covet.” Paul was provoked by the 
law itself to commit sin, by the sinful 
nature that dwelt in man. The life of 
man is controlled by his Master. Rom. 
6:16; 2 Peter 2:19. Man is the servant 
of sin as long as he continues in sin. 
This is what Paul means in Rom. 7:8, 
that sin wrought in him all manner 
of concupiscence. For without the law 
sin was dead. The word “con- 
cupiscence” means an overdesire to do 
something. “Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster to bring us unto 
Christ. . . But after that faith is come, 
we are no longer under a schoolmas- 
ter,” Gal. 3:24,25. The word “school- 
master” comes from the Greek word 
“paidagogos.” This word is used only 
once more in the Scriptures, in 1 Cor. 
4:15, and is translated “instructor,” 
and also means “child conductor.” 
This method of teaching was used in 
the time of the Apostle Paul where 
wealthy families would employ this 
service. The duties of a child conduc- 
tor (paidagogos) were to lead the 
child to and from school, never to lose 
sight of him in public, to prevent as- 
sociation with objectionable com- 
panions, to inculcate moral lessons at 
every opportunity. Therefore, the law 
was necessary to direct the Jews unto 
the time of Christ. For ye are all the 
children of God by faith in Christ 
Jesus. 


Rom. 3:20, “Therefore by the deeds 
of the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in his sight: for by the law 
is the knowledge of sin.” Heb. 10:1-3, 
“For the law having a shadow of good 
things to come, and not the very 
image of the things, can never with 
those sacrifices which they offered 
year by year continually make the 
comers thereunto perfect. For then 
would they not have ceased to be of- 
fered? because that the worshippers 
once purged should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But in those sacri- 
fices there is a remembrance again of 
sins every year.” The offering of 
lambs by the high priest and the blood 
of bulls and goats was only a type of 


Christ. The true Lamb of God slain 
from the foundation of the world. 
Paul states again in Col. 2:16,17, “Let 
no man... judge you in meat, or in 
drink, or in respect of an holy day, or a 
of the new moon, or of the sabbath 

days: which are a shadow of things 

to come; but the body is of Christ... 
After the antitype is come, the type 
has served its purpose and is of no 
more use. All these things were abol- 
ished in Christ who is the head of all 
principality and power. Col. 2:10. 
Again in Heb. 8:7-9, “For if that first 
covenant had been faultless, then 
should no place have been sought for 
the second: for finding fault with 
them, he saith, Behold the days come, 
saith the Lord, when I will make a 
new covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah: not ac- 
cording to the covenant that I made 
with their fathers in the day when I 
took them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt; because they 
continued not in my covenant, and I 
regarded them not, saith the Lord.” 
Heb. 7:19, “For the law made nothing 
perfect, but the bringing in of a bet- 
ter hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God.” Heb. 7:11, “If there- 
fore perfection were by the Levitical 
priesthood, (for under it the people 
received the law,) what further need 
was there that another priest should 
rise after the order of Melchisedec, 
and not be called after the order of 
Aaron?” 


Paul, in writing to the Galatian 
church, states that Christ has re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us. “For it is 
written, Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree.” Christ has paid 
the penalty for sin, and therefore is 
the true sacrifice of God. We can en- 
ter into the holiest by the blood of 
Jesus, Heb. 10:19, and worship God in 
spirit and truth, for the Father seek- 
eth such to worship him. Heb. 13:20 
speaks of the blood of the everlasting 
covenant. This is the last covenant 
and the promise that God made to 
Abraham that in him should all na- 
tions be blessed. For the promise that 
he should be the heir of the world was 
not to Abraham nor to his seed 
through the law, but through the 
righteousness of faith. Rom. 4:13. 
Isaac was a child of promise. Rom. 
9:9. Isaac was born when there was 
the least suspect of a child being 
born, for it was said unto her, “At this 
time will I come, and Sarah shall

INTRODUCTION: After being with 
them forty days, the resurrection 
period, being assembled together with 
them, He gave them His last commis- 
sion, admonishing them not to depart 
from Jerusalem, but to wait for the 
promise of the Father, or be endued 
with power from on high. 

In the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
there is an impartation of power that 
fits one for service. Acts 1:8, “But ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Power 
means strength, vigor, energy, ability. 
The power that they received gave 
them spiritual equipment for a world- 
wide campaign to establish the 
Church. 

Peter, empowered by the Holy Spirit, 
was given power to instruct penitent 
sinners. Acts 2:14, “But Peter, stand- 
ing up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and said unto them, Ye men of 
Judea, and all ye that dwell at Jerusa- 
lem, be this known to you and heark- 
en to my words.” As Peter preached to 
the people the resurrection and ex- 
altation of Christ, they were pricked 
in their hearts, and said unto Peter 
and the rest of the apostles, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” 

The preaching of the resurrection 
and the exaltation of Christ brought 
an inward conviction in their hearts, 
a stinging pain, conviction of sin. The 
conviction of sin is the result of un- 
rest, burden of soul misery. In the 51st 
division of Psalms, David prayed for 
the remission of sin, whereof he mak- 
eth a deep confession. He prayed for 
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master over the corruption of a natur- 
al man. 

After the Psalmist David had been 
restored to the merit favors of God, he 
declared in the 121st division of 
Psalms, 7th verse, that, “The Lord 
shall preserve thee from all evil: he 
shall preserve thy soul.” Then said 
Peter to the multitude of them that 
were pricked in their hearts, “Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” The 3,000 
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Spirit Baptism 


Text: Acts 1:5 


souls that were converted gladly re- 
ceived his word and were baptized, and 
they continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine. 

The Holy Spirit baptism made Peter, 
John, and the other disciples a chan- 
nel of blessing to the sick. The healing 
of the lame man at the gate of the 
temple which is called “Beautiful,” 
proves that Peter and John were em- 
powered with great faith. In the third 
chapter of Acts, and the 6th verse, 
Peter said, “Such as I have give I 
thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk.” Verse 7, 
“And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted him up: and immediately 
his feet and ancle bones received 
strength.” This proves that an effort 
is demanded to aid faith before a 
blessing can be given. 

While the lame man was walking 
and leaping and praising God, and 
they knew that it was he that asked 
for alms, they were filled with won- 
der and amazement at that which had 
happened to him. This brought new 
courage to Peter, and he disclaimed 
personal power and glorified Christ. 
This brought the first persecution of 
the Church, and they arrested Peter 
and John and put them in prison, but 
this did not stop the growth of the 
Church. Acts 4:4, “Many of them 
which heard the word believed; and 
the number of the men was about five 
thousand.” The next morning Annas 
the high priest and the kindred of the 
high priest were gathered for a Jew- 
ish council at Jerusalem. Peter was in- 
spired by the Holy Spirit to speak be- 
fore the council. Acts 4:8, “Then Peter, 
filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, Ye rulers of the people, and the 
elders of Israel.” This inspired man of 
God made it plain to Israel that God 
raised Christ from the dead, and it 
was through the power of His holiness 
that this man was made whole. 

A HEALING MINISTRY 

Acts 5:16, “There came also a mul- 
titude out of the cities round about 
Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, and 
them which were vexed with unclean 
spirits: and they were healed every 
one.” This brought persecution by the 
Sadducees, which were a_ small, 


wealthy, influential, Jewish sect in 
the time of our Lord. In the doctrine, 
they were opposed to the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus and did not believe in 
angels or spirits. Annas was the Sad- 
ducees’ president of the Sanhedrin 
Council. This was the supreme coun- 
cil among the Jews, and consisted of 
seventy-one members. And they put 
the apostles in the common prison, 
but, thanks be to God, who sent the 
angels of the Lord that brought them 
forth and said, “Go speak to the peo- 
ple of the temple the word of life.” 
This brought the apostles before the 
Sanhedrin assembly, and the high 
priest asked them, “Did not we 
straightly command you that ye 
should not teach in his name? Ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your doc- 
trine, and intend to bring this man’s 
blood upon us.” 

Peter’s address before the Sanhe- 
drin Council: He still preached the 
crucifixion, the resurrection, and the 
exalted Christ. When the council 
heard that, they were cut to the heart, 
then Gamaliel, one of the councillors; 
advised the Sanhedrin, “If it be of 
God, ye cannot overthrow it.” Then 
the Council agreed to beat them and 
commanded that they should not 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let 
them go; they went rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name. 


COURAGE 


The Holy Spirit baptism filled them 
with courage. This is proven in Acts 
4:20, “For we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and heard.” 
Acts 7:51, “Ye stiffnecked and uncir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye do al- 
ways resist the Holy Ghost: as your 
fathers did, so do ye.” 


Stephen, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, rebuked the unbelief of the 
Jews and cut them to the heart as 
they gnashed upon him with their 
teeth. He saw the heavens open, and 
the Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God. The Holy Spirit inspired 
him to look heavenward for help and 
strength. Jesus had been sitting on 
the right side of God, and He stood 
up in reverence to this blessed man 
who was about to be stoned to death. 
Thanks be to God for a Spirit-filled 
man who left this world with the same 
spirit that Jesus manifested on the 
cross. Jesus said, “Forgive them, 
Father,” and Stephen said, “Lay not 
this sin to their charge,” and when he 
had said this he fell asleep.

There is much to be done in 
this war-ridden world of today, but 
those fine God-fearing people of 
Roswell, Georgia, can still find time to 
bring the Word of God to the “shut- 
in” of a prison camp. 

I recall one of the beatitudes, “I 
was in prison and ye visited me not. 
If ye have done it to the least of one 
of these my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.” 

The weather was rainy and bad 
here last Sunday but it did not deter 
those disciples of God at Roswell, 
Georgia. They were here and even had 
a big surprise for us. Several of the 
ladies of their choir came along and 
sang for us, led by Mr. Ralph Helms 
and his wife, of the Roswell Church 
of God. This goes to show that it is 
never too dark and stormy for God’s 
disciples to go forth and preach the 
Word of God. 

Many lives have been changed here 
since the Word of God has come in 
here. We wonder how we have lived so 
long without it. 


We inmates here at the Sandy 
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Springs Prison Camp have nothing but 
a heart full of praise for Rev. Taft 
Black and all of the members of his 
congregation, and we want to request 
of you to please publish this letter in 
the paper so the rest of the world can 
see just what kind of people we have 

own here in Georgia, really “the salt 
of the earth.” 


In conclusion, we wish to emphasize 
to you the fact that this letter is 
purely voluntary on the parts of the 
inmates of this institution, to ex- 
press our sincere appreciation of the 
good work which is being done and 
the great benefit we are deriving from 
it. Too, it is our understanding Rev. 
Taft Black and the members of his 
church are conducting services here 
every other Sunday without any 
financial compensation and we wish 
it were only possible for us to compen- 
sate them, but, of course, you under- 
stand our position.

5:6. 

Moses the statesman wist not to be 
the leader of Israel at first, because 
he was familiar with the eloquence of 
speech practiced by the politicians of 
Egypt, and doubtless he had little de- 
sire to become a politician himself, 
therefore he felt his inability as a 
statesman, especially among the 
Egyptian educators. He had no trouble 
in speaking to his own nationality 
afterward. God convinced Moses that 
he could overcome the impediment, 
but not in Egypt to the crooked poli- 
ticians who had ten “broadcloth” lies 
ready for one simple truth. It required 
more than fair speeches to deliver 
Israel. Moses the general assumed 
very little responsibility and to the 
carnal mind that which seemed to be 
the most unnecessary part, yet God 
told him to keep his hands up in order 
that Israel might win. Moses the in- 
terpreter of God’s divine plan was a 
man who was excluded from popu- 
larity and absent from society a great 
deal because of his frequent fastings 
and prayers, however he was able to 
stand the lightnings and thunders 
about Sinai when no one else was able 
to come near. They saw the lightning 
and heard the thunders but when 
Moses came down and told them of his 
conversation with Jehovah, their fears 
subsided and they were ready to go 
forward. 

The Old Testament worthies, as well 
as the New Testament, were armed 
with a vision of the celestial city and 
were able to overcome the fallacies 
and delusions that were so frequently 
presented by the king of the bottom- 
less pit in this unrelenting struggle 
between righteousness and spiritual 
wickedness in high places. From the 
natural inclinations of the mind, per- 
haps the brethren were impressed on 
many occasions to deliver a farewell 
message, nevertheless they relied 
heavily upon the Holy Spirit for guid- 
ance. On one occasion we find the 
beloved and peaceable missionary of 
Tarsus in great fear because of being 
pressed by the Jews. On another we 
find steady Cephas in prison with a 
death sentence. The valediction was 
not preached, simply because the 
brethren knew that the great commis- 
sion had not been carried out by any 
means. As a matter of fact, they were 
continually striving for an enlarged’ 
latitude with which to fight toward a 
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favorable termination in the terrific 
war against atheism and the beasts of 
Babylon, with no intentions of retreat- 
ing. It is true that misunderstandings 
occurred at times among the leaders 
but these were covered up immediate- 
ly with the kiss of charity. All were of 
the same mind to transmit for the 
penetrative work of the gospel and to 
be transmitted for the same purpose. 

And if the prerequisite of the de- 
sired great commission requires ex- 
amination today, according to the 
dispensation of times, then there 
must appear disciples who will volun- 
tarily take up the spiritual armors of 
the diseased brethren just mentioned, 
without fear or partiality to individ- 
uals of society, with the realization of 
their potency to administer destruc- 
tion to the enemies of righteousness 
and complacence to the believer. Then 
standing ready and waiting for the 
command to “Go forward and never 
to stop until we are certain that vic- 
tory is won for all time and eternity.” 
Amen.

have a son.” Heb. 11:11,12, “Through 
faith Sara herself received strength 
to conceive seed, and was delivered of 
a child when she was past age... 

Therefore sprang there even of one, 
and him as good as dead, so many as 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and 
as the sand which is by the sea shore 
innumerable.” Rom. 4:16, “Therefore 
it is of faith, that it might be by 
grace; to the end the promise might 
be sure to all seed; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham; 
who is the father of us all.” In con- 
nection with this scripture read Rom. 
4:17-21. We are the spiritual seed of 
Abraham and have been born from 
above. We are the children of prom- 
ise, heirs of God and joint-heirs with 
Christ Jesus. Rom. 8:17; Gal. 4:4-7. 
“For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us,” Heb.

they spake with tongues, and proph- 
esied. And all the men were abo 
twelve.” But these were not the 
twelve apostles, for this was twenty- 
one years after the day of Pentecost 
when the Holy Ghost was first given.

“Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves: for they 
watch for your souls, as they that 
must give account... ,” many will not 
obey the teachings of the Church, and 
remark that they will do as_ they 
please and it shouldn’t concern the 
pastor. Many have returned to the lit- 
tle “no harm” sins that they laid 
down at the altar and say that they 
were just enthusiastic then, that there 
was “no harm” in the things laid 
down. No doubt, many will miss the 
rapture on account of the little sins 
(the little foxes spoil the vine) and 
not only miss the rapture but miss so 
many other of the deeper things of 
the Spirit and the privilege to do 
wonders and miracles that go with a 
consecrated life.

“Let the words of 
my mouth and the MEDITATION of 
my heart, be acceptable in thy sight, 
O Lord, my strength, and my redeem- 
er,” Psalms 19:14. “The Lord knoweth 
the THOUGHTS of man.. . Commit 
thy works unto the Lord and thy 
THOUGHTS shall be _ established.” 
Prov. 16:3. How much good time is 
wasted in thinking over things that 
are in the past and that can’t be 
helped now—except to plead the blood 
over them. “Forgetting the things of 
the past, I press forward .. .” If we 
think on the past we will lose spiritual- 
ly. The past is gone and cannot be 
changed. Make it right as far as pos- 
sible and “forget and press forward.” 
“Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every 
THOUGHT to the OBEDIENCE of 
CHRIST... Let this MIND be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jesus,” 2 Cor. 
10:5: Phil. 2:5. “. .. Whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report .. . THINK 

@= these things.” Phil. 4:8. 


7. GLORIFICATION—Exaltation to 
honor, the act of glorifying. Surely 
this is the most neglected phase of 
our worship. Yes, we praise the Lord 
at church; sometimes we even stand 
and lift our hands and praise Him. 
How little that is compared to the 
teaching of His Word on this sub- 
ject. “Enter into his gates with 


thanksgiving, and into his courts with’ 


PRAISE.” “In EVERYTHING give 
THANKS . . . REJOICE EVERMORE, 
and, AGAIN, I SAY, REJOICE.” “TI will 
bless the Lord at ALL TIMES, his 
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PRAISE shall CONTINUALLY be in 
my mouth,” not in a form but from 
a “pure heart, fervently.” “By him 
therefore let us offer the sacrifice of 
PRAISE to God CONTINUALLY, that 
is, the fruit of our lips giving THANKS 
to his name,” Heb. 13:15. Man was 
created for the glory of God. Isa. 43:7. 
All things were created for God’s 
pleasure and those that PRAISE God, 
glorify Him. Praise pleases God more 
than the sacrifice of an ox or 
bullock. Psalms 69:30,31. “Call upon 
me in the day of trouble and I will 
deliver thee and thou shalt GLORIFY 
me.” Some will say, “I do praise Him 
in my heart.” He said PRAISE should 
be the fruit of our LIPS .. praise Him 
with a loud VOICE. Isa. 61:3 speaks of 
PRAISE as a garment... and PRAISE 
is comely. Let us PRAISE Him until 
we are hidden by praises, even as a 
garment hides our bodies. Psalms 
100:4 says PRAISE is the royal pass- 
word by which we may enter His 
courts, and have a meeting with the 
King . . . God’s gates shall be called 
praise. He comes to us through His 
own gates and if the praise-gates and 
doors are lifted up by praising God, 
“the King of glory shall come in.”— 
Sel. 

When you need anything from God, 
try PRAISING Him as well as “beg- 
ging” so much. “Be careful (anxious) 
for nothing; but in EVERYTHING by 
prayer and _ supplication with 
THANKSGIVING let your requests be 
made known unto God,” Phil. 4: 6. 
When you are sick, try the PRAISE- 
CURE. It never fails. Since Psalms 
22:3 says that God inhabits PRAISE, 
can we not afford to praise Him con- 
tinually to have His presence con- 
tinually?
